- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's Attorney contacted examiner to discuss the office action 
dated 4-27-06 and to discuss possible alternatives for amending the claim over the prior art reference, Bilkvist After 
review of the parent application, which was allowed by examiner, examiner suggested inserting - wine- before 
"product" in the preamble of claim 1. Examiner noted that such an amendment would tie the amendment in line 5 
reciting "sufficient to draw a wine" to the preamble, and therefore the preamble would be given patentable weight, as 
opposed to an intended use for the structural limitations of claim 1. Examiner noted that Bilkvist teaches moving a dry 
product, as opposed to a wine product, which is in a wet form. The vacuum source of Bilkvist clearly is not sufficient to 
draw a wine product into the vacuum chamber. Applicant's Attorney asked examiner to make examiner amendments 
to claim 1 , inserting -wine- before "product" in each occurance of claim 1 . . 
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
